A well-known friend of Mr. duBignon 
takes the view of the case that he desires 
to ascertain whether a demand will be 
made for an original free silver man as a 
candidate. It is well known that Mir. 
duBignon took the oppesite clew in stump- 
inz the state for the senatorship against 
Speaker Crisp, but after the action af the 
democratic convention in Chicgo, he 
cepted ‘the platform of the party, and has 
dene work in the party’s interest under 
that platform. What effect Mr. duBignon’'s 
position in the senatorial campaign may 
have cannot now well be predicted, but the 
prevailing opinion here is that he will not 
be a candidate for governor. He will go to 
Washington to consult with Senator Clay 
and other friends, tut it is safe to predict 
in advance that he will not oppose Colonel 
Candler.

Crowd of 600 Rush Through the Court- 
room Decors To Hear Luetgert Trial. 
Chicago, January 19.—Anxiety to hear the 

closing proceedings in the trial of Adolph 

L. Luetgert for the murder of his ‘wife 

resulted in a free fight in and around Judge 

Gary’s courtroom today, in which the two 

bailiffs standing guard at the door were 

badly mauled and several spectators vig- 
orousiy clubbed. 

A crowd of four or five hundred, includ- 
ing many women. had gatb<red outside the 
courtroom. Suddenly a iush was started 
for the doors. and though the ssuards re- 
sisted vigorously, they were swept aside 
and the crowd poured into the courtroom, 
causing considerable. excitement. 

A detachment of police was sent on the 
doubie-quick to the court, and after a hard 
fight, succeeded in clearing the room and 
driving the crowd out into the street. The 
rush was caused. it is said, by a rumor 
that Luetgert was to go on the stand this 
afternoon, 


CHRIS MERRY GIVES UP HOPE. 


Alleged Wife Murderer Breaks Down 
Before His Defense Is Presented. 
Chicago, January 19.—Today the alleged 
w'fe murderer, Chris Merry, even before his 
defense could be presented to the jury, gave 
up apparently all hope of escaping the gal- 

lows. 

Before court opened he broke into one of 
his fearful cursing spells. In the little 
room just off the court Merry acted lite 
a wild man. 

‘“‘Pratt,’’ shouted Merry to his attorney, 
‘will you go with me to the gallows? No, 
no priest, no minister for me. I want you. 
I'd rather have you walk with me to tne 
seaffold than any holy hypocrite.” 

The counsel for James Smith, who is on 
trial with (Merry for complicity in the 
murder, eprang a surprise today by moving 
that Smith's ease be taken from the jury, 
on the ground that no evidence connecting 
Smith with the murder had been inirvo- 
duced. The motion was overruled after con- 
siderable argument. 

The defense put witnesses on the stand 
today to attempt to prove Merry insane. 
Merry himself flatly refused to go on the 
stand. 


FIELD'S SENTENCE COMMUTED. 


Governor Russell Says the Negro Was 
but the Tool of Alford. 
Raleigh, N. C., January 19.—(Special.)— 
Governor Russel] commuted to life im- 
prisonment the death sentence of Ben 
Fields, colored. who was under sentence to 
be hanged at Tarboro yesterday. Commuta- 
tion was granted yesterday, but was not 
announced until today. Field was convicted 
of giving Fred Keel, a white barkeeper, 
strychnine in a capsule. He swore at the 
trial that a white man named Alford paid 
him to give Keel the capsule and told him 
it was harmless. Alford was tried and ac- 
quitted. Governor Russell, in his indorse- 

ment on the pardon, says: 

“It appears by the solicitor’s certificate 
that Fields is very ignorant, stolid and 
stupid, completely under the sinister in- 
fluence of his co-defendant Alford, who was 
unjustly acquitted: that he was a tool in 
Alford’s hands and carried out the aesign 
conceived by Alford.” 

It was in evidence that there was a wo- 
man in the case.

THIRTY-NINE YOTES 


Tennessee Democratic Caucus Ballets for 
a Candidate for Senator. 


TAYLOR IS THE LAST MAN 


Is Several Votes Behind Those Who 
Lead. 


THE CAUCUS WILL VOTE AGAIN TONIGHT 


Governor Is Not Thought To Be a 
Real Quantity in the Strug- 
gle Now On. 


‘ 


Nashville, Tenn.. January 19.—(Special.)— 
The democratic caucus to nominate a can- 
didate for United States senator met to- 
night and took seven ballots without result. 
There-was no material change in the bal- 
lots, McMillin receiving within six votes of 
enough to nominate, and Senator Turley 
running second with thirty votes. 

The magic of Governor Tayilor’s name 
failed to cause the stampede so confidently 
predicted by his friends, and he ‘received 
the same nineteen votes on each of the 
seven ballots. 

Every sussible effort has been made to 
change the supporters of McMillin, but the 
men who voted for him tonight are stick- 
ers, and are certain to stand by him. They 
are assured of enough votes to nominate 
whenever the break cames, no matter 
whether Taylor or Turley is the first to 
withdraw. 

The larger number of votes would come 
to McMillin from Taylor, but enough would 
be received if Senator Turley should get 
out of the way. 

There were 2,000 people in the galleries 
tonight when the caucus met, while the 
whole capitol was filled with people who 
were unable to gain admission. No such 
interest was ever taken in Nashville in 
any other political happening. 

Under an agreement signed by represen- 
tatives of the three candidates, only mem- 
bers of the caucus and newspaper men 
were admitted to the floor of the house. 
Nominating speeches were to be limited to 
five minutes, with no seconds, and unless 
the visitors preserved order, the galleries 
were to be cleared. 

After nominating speeches were made no 
motion was to be recognized by the chair- 
man, except a motion to adjourn. Speaker 
Fitzpatrick for McMillin, and Senator Par- 
ker for ‘Mr. Taylor, urged that this agree- 
ment be observed and business was pro- 
ceeded with after thé agreement was read. 
In nominating Mr. MeMillin, (Mr. Brandon, 
of Stewart, Gdwelled upon his rccord in 
congress, and in political campaigns. 

Senator Parker's speech nominating Gov- 
ernor Taylor largely dealt with his readi- 
ness to respond to party calls. 

Sénator Turley’s war record was the bur- 
den of Senator Whitaker’s speech in placs 
ing his name before the caucus. 

The first ballot gave ‘McMillin 39, Turley 
#.and Taylor 19. 

On the second ballot Turley received 
thirty-one, but each succeeding ballot was 
the same as the first until the seventh, 
when one man was absent and McMillin 
received only 38. 

After the seventh ballot the Turley and 
Taylor men yoted together to adjourn until 
tomorrow night at 8 o'clock, the MaMillin 
men voting solidly against jt. 

While they voted together on this propo- 
sition the vote of one cannot be delivered 
to thie other and whenever the break 
comes McMillin is assured of the nomina- 
tion. The fight is between McMillin and 
Turley it being generally conceded that 
Taylor is eliminated from the contest. 


‘(REPUBLICANS DISAPPOINTED. 
Maryland Legislators Cast One More 
Ballot for United States Senator. 
Annapolis, Md., January 19.—The senate 
and house met in joint session today and 
after casting one ballot for United States 
senator to succeed Arthur P. Gorman ad- 
journed. until tomorrow. The ballot re- 

suited as follows:

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REFUSE TO ANSWER QUESTIONS. 


Witnesses in the Ohio Senatorial Brib- 
ery Case Decline To Talk. 

Solumbus, O., January 19.—The investi- 
gation into the charges of bribery in the 
recent election of United States senator 
reached a crisis tonight. No matter what 
may be the result of the investigation. 
there will likely be several witnesses ar- 
rested for contempt. 

The committee had seven witnesses sub- 
poenaed for tonight, but they were not all 
examined, because none of them would tes- 
tify. The senate committee last night ex- 
amined Samuel Pentland, Frank P. Ross,

Feeling of Great Unrest Pervades the 


French Republic, 
SITUATION GROWS WORSE 


Zola and the Hebrews Appear To Cause 
. All the Trouble. | 


THE AUTHOR [S READY WITH HIS ANSWER 


Police Are Kept Busy Dispersing the 
Crowds and Protecting Life 
and Property. 


Paris. January 19.—It is said that Emile 
Zola has already prepared his defense and 
that he will call 260 witnesses, including 
handwriting experts, when he is tried for 
publicly accusing a number of French offi- 
cials in connection with the Dreyfus pro- 
ceedings. 

There have been renewed demonstrations 
at Marseilles and other @rovincial towns. 

Two hundred students paraded the Boule- 
vard des Capucines with*the intention of 
making a demonstration before the mili- 
tary club, but they were dispersed. 

A demonstration in which 1,000 students 
took part occurred at 5 o'clock before the 
Pantheon. The students shouted against 
Zola and the Hebrews. They were driven 
away ‘by the police, who split the mob up 
into noisy groups, which then began parad- 
ing various parts of the Latin quarter, 
where there was much excitement. 

A slight anti-Jewish manifestation took 
place at Toulouse and there have been 
demonstrations at Nantes and Rouen. 
where there wére several arrests. 

It is said the students-associations and 
committees have resolved to abstain from 
further demonstrations pending the trial 
of M. Zola, 

Algiers Has Its Demonstration. 

Algiers, January 19.—The students en- 
gaged in a violent anti-Hebrew demonstra- 
tion yesterday evening. They were dis- 
persed by the police. 

The students tried to burn an effigy of 
M. Zota, but the police prevented them. 
Several were injured in the collisions and 
there were five arrests. Then the students 
attempted a rescue and a general scuffle re- 
suited, the police making twelve additional 
arrests. 


PRICE OF BREAD CAUSES RIOTS. 


Warehouses and Seize Grain. 

Rome, January 49.—There were renewed 
disorders today im the pdor quarter of 
Ancona, which is inhabited by anarchists 
and socialists, % i 

A number of men and women attempted 
to barricade the streets, but the police 
cleared the thoroughfares and arrested 
several. Troops are scouring the country, 
arresting suspicious bands of tramps. 

The agitation against the price of bread 
is spreading to other towns. A crowd as- 
sembled in front of the town hall at Sini- 
gaglia and demanded relief. The mayor 
gave a conciliatory reply, but the mob, 
which consisted chiefly of women, invaded 
the railway station and the warehouses of 
Prince Ruspoli, where they seized a quan- 
tity of grain. The troops finally restored 
order. 

There has been another slight disturbance 
at Macerata, about twenty miles south of 
Ancona, 


ENGLAND WILL STAND ON RIGHT 


Sir Michael Hicks-Beach Makes an 
Address at Bristol. 

London, January 19.—Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach. chancellor of the exchequer, speak- 
ing at Bristol today, announced that China 
had approached England for assistance 
to pay the Japanese indemnity, and that 
the negotiations were still pending. The 
newspaper statements on the subject, he 
characterized as inaccurate and incom- 
plete. The government was not ashamed of 
these negotiations and it was believed the 
country would apporve them. He could 
see no reagon why foreign powers should 
object; but if the negotiations failed, Great 
Britain would take existing 
treaty rignts. 

Replying to a deputation of sugar refin- 
ery workmen that waited upon him today 
Sir Michael said the government had read- 
ily accepted Belgium's invitation to a su- 
gar conference and would do its best to 
secure a satisfactory result. He added 
that he believed the feeling of the coun- 
try was so strong in favor of cheap sugar 
that any proposal to prevent the importa- 
tion of bounty-paid sugar would meet the 
greatest opposition.

CUBAN FIGHT GORS 
ON IN CONGRESS 


Party Lines Are Closely Drawn en Every 
Point Submitted. 


DISCUSSION GROWS WARM 


Democrats Plead for Belligerent Rights 
for the Insurgents. Be 


Hitt Outlines the President’s Policy 
end Defends It and What 
- He Has Done. 


Washington, January 19.—All day long 
the question of granting belligerent rights 
to the Cuban insurgents was argued in the 
house, but as on yesterday, the minority 
hurled itself against a stone wall. 

In the only vote taken today—a motion 
designated to overrule the decision of the 
speaker and direct the committee on for- 
eign affairs to report without further de- 
lay the Cuban resolution passed by’ the 
senate at the last session—the republicans 
stood solid and voted to sustain the chair. 

The galleries were banked to the doors 
amd there was considerable excitement 
throughout the early part of the session, 
when the members of the minority were 
successively pressing all sorts of amend- 
ments bearing on the Cuban question for 
the purpose of embarrassing the majority. 

During the debate Chairman Hitt, of the 
‘Oreign affairs committee, made an im- 
pressive speech, explaining at length the 
situation which made action by congress 
inadvisable. He spoke with impassioned 
words of the president’s sympathy with the 
struggle for Cuban independence and the 
achievements of the present administration. 
The release of American prisoners in Cuba, 
the recall of Weyler, the abandonment of 
the policy of concentration and the auton- 
omy scheme he attributed to the firm at- 
titude of the president, and _ contrasted 
these results with the inaction of the last 
administration. He averred that belligerent 
rights could not aid the insurgents’ cause 
and perhaps the most dramatic portion of 
his speech came when he declared that the 

insurgents onmly wished for belligerent 
rights in the hope and belief that this 
country would be embroiled in a war with 
Spain, which would give them their free- 
dom with our triumph. He asserted that 
the president must assume the responsibil- 
ity of any action which might eventuate 
in war and appealed to both sides of the 
chamber to patrictically support the execu- 
tive if a crisis shall come. 

The debate will close tomorrow at 4 
o’clock under the arrangement made today, 
when a final test will be made on a motion, 
of which Mr. Williams, democrat, of Mis- 
sissippi, gave notice today, to recommit the 
bill with instructions to report back the 
Cuban resolution as a rider.

Local Rates Must Be Restored at Oncs 
by Them. otf 


RECEIVER ASKED FOR THE NORTH AND SOUTH 


Charges Made Against Louisville and 
Nashville in the Petition—Gen- 
eral Alabama News. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 19.—(Special)— 
The much-abused Alabama railroad com- 
mission did a good part by the people of 
Alabama today. It turned down the claim 
of a number of railroads of the state for 
an increased differential of 4 cents per 
hundred pounds on local shipments of less 
than carjoad lots. The commission holds 


that the companies are not authorized to. 


coliect the increase and thé foads aré put 
On Metice that a violatioa of this finding 
will be punished by fine as provided by 
law. Among the reasons assigned by the 
co.nmission for its findings is this: 

“The increased rate of 4 cents per hun- 
dred pounds on less than carload lots in 
excess of the rate charged for carload 
lots in classes B, C, D und F, and other 
articles of Momestic consumption not in- 
cluded in these classes, if collected by all 
the railroads of Alabama would increase 
their revenue in the aggregate several hun- 
drec thousand dollars, and the burden to 
the great mass of consumers to like amount 
and divert a large amount of business to 
other states that legitimately belongs to 
Alabama.”’ 

The commission further says: 

“We have not, and will not, approve the 
4-cent differential in favor of carload lots, 
. because in our qapinion it would be clearly 
to discriminate against small in favor of 
large shippers.”’

Hoar Creates a Sensation in the Senate 
by Resolution of Inquiry. 


wu MATTER CAUSES MUCH DISCUSSION 


Allen. of Nebraska, Finds Occasion To 
Rasp Dingley Bill Effects 
in the East. 


Washington, January 19.—A spirited de- 
bate was precipitated in the senate today 
by the introduction of a resolution by Mr. 
Hoar, of Massachusetts, providing for an 
inquiry by the commfttee on postoffices and 
post roads concerning the recent order of 
the postmaster genera] reducing the force 
of letter carriers in several cities of the 
country. ‘Mr. Hoar declared that the order 
had had the effect of a dynamite bomb in 
ceating consternation among business men 
throughout the country, while apparently 
all that was needed by the postoffice de- 
partment was an appropriation of $159,000 
to fully maintain the efficiency of the car- 
rier service. 

The debate took a wide range, Mr. Wol- 
cott. chairman of the committee on post- 
offices and post roads, insisting that Many 
New England people represented by Sena- 
tor Hoar were responsible for the de- 
ficiency in the funds of the postoffice de- 
partment because they insisted that the 
government should carry second-class 
mail at an enormous loss, and Mr. Atlen, of 
Nebraska, charging that the government 
was annually defrauded ovt of millions of 
dollars through the underweighing of mail 
matter. 

The resolution in a modified form is still 
pending. 

Mr. Hoar, opening the debate, declared 
the question a most important one, affect- 
ing as it does hundreds of thousands of 
people who receive mail. 

Mr, Allison urged that the postmaster 
general be sent a resolution inquiring why 
the issuance of such an order as had pro- 
voked this discussion was necessary and 
what remedy was needed. No suggestion 
had been made to the committee on ap- 
that the postmaster general 
has not at his disposal sufficient funds to 
meet the needs of his department. 

At this point Mr. Wolcott said that he 
desired to call the senate’s attention to the 
real basis of the trowble with the 
cial affairs of tne postoffice department. 

“Tt is well understood,”’ said Mr. Wol- 
cott, ‘“‘that the second-class mail of this 
country absorbs 65 per cent of the ex- 
penses of the postoffice Cenartment and 
supplies only about 3 per cent of the reve- 
nues. This is the serious point of this d'‘s- 
cussion and if congress snould enact into 
law the measure relating to second-class 
matter which will be iaid before congress 
the recurrence of the present difficulty will 
be obviated.”’ 

Mr. Wolcott then ealled attention to the 
opposition of. the publishers of New Eng- 
land to the enactment of the bill resriet- 
ing second-class matter.

WARMLY DEFENDS EMPLOYEES 


Asserts That There Is No Negligence 
in Exercise of Their Duties. 


OPPOSED TO GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 


Presevits Statistics Showing the Result 
Where Nations Own and Han- 
dle Railroads. 


Chicago, January 19.—President Ripley, of 
the At«\ison, Topeka and Santa Fe, has 
written a letfer to the editor of a Kansas 
populist paper, replying to a communica- 
tion published in that paper citing the 
number of people kiked by the ratlroads 
of the United States as a reason why those 
railroads should be put under government 
control. 

Mr. Ripley points out that the raflways 
canry the whole population of the state of 
Kansas two anda half times over before 
one passenger is killed; that last year the 
trains on the railways in Kansas ran over 
$00,000 miles, yet on’y one employee's If 
was sacrified for every 431,000 miles. O 
4.406 others kiNed in the United States in 
1896 the reports show that 3,811 were tres- 
Dassers, that is fo say, out of every twenty- 
two persons killed nineteen were killed be- 
cause they’ were breaking the law and 
were in places where the railway. people 
had no reason to expect to find them. 

Mr. Ripley warmly defends the railroad 
employees of the country against the 
charge of negMgence in the exercise of 
their duty, saying that statistics show 
fewer Ives are lost by railway transporta- 
tion in proportion. to the miles traveled 
than by any known method of locomotion. 
He draws the conclusion that the plea of 
government ownership because of the num- 
ber of persons whom the railways kill is 
entirely worthless. 

Coming to the question of ownership he 


Ngays that to himself and other raiiway 


Officers it is a matter of entire indifference. 

Next comes the question whether or not 
the owners of railways are opposed to 
government ownership and he points out 
that the strongest plea made in behalf of 
government oavmership is that of T. B. 
Blackstone, president of the Chicago and 
Alton road, who urged ft as a measure of 
justice to the railway investors. There is 
no holder of railway securities, he says, 
who does not believe that those securities 
would be advanced in value ff there was 
any prospect of the government buying 
them. 

Mr. Ripley says if he is opposed to gav- 
ernment ownership ft is not as a railway 
man, but as a citizen. The argument has 
been meade that the government should 
have chiarge of the raitways because pri- 
vate administration of them is unsatisfac- 
tory. As a matter of fact, however, he 
says. the hest managed railways of the 
wor,!] are the English. They are all owned 
and operated by priyate companies. Next 
to them in good management, he states, 
are the privately owned lines of Holland 
and France, while the government owned 
lines in France are very bad. 

Tt is easy to talk, he says, of the govern- 
meént giving better service, employing more 
men, lowering rates and sti!’ making 
money. As a matter of fact, government 
management of anything never was, never 
can be as economical as private manage- 
ment, and to earn the interest on its in- 
vestment (six to fifteen billions of dollars) 
the government would have to inereese the 
rates gor serv'ce, as it has been done on 
the government-owned lines of Australia: 
cheapen the service, employ fewer men and 
let things generally get into disrepair as 
done on the government-owned lines of 
ItaZy, or face an annual deficiency and rely 
on taxation to make up the deficit as done 
on the government-owned !ines in India. 

The most serious considerations are, how- 
ever, Mr. Ripley says, polit{cal ones. There 
are 250,000 raihway employees in the United 
States. 

Under government ownership each of 
these would be a political appointee. This, 
he says, would not only lower the charac- 
ter of the sarvice, but would be appalling 
in the tremendous po itica! supremacy 
which those 80,000 employees wou!d give to 
the party in povrer. 

Worse still, he says, would be the politi- 
cal resulta of the contracts for the econ- 
struction of new lines, etc. The scandals 
and jobbery of the river and harbor ap- 
propriations or of the tariff bill world be 
nothing compared to the field which would 
be open to the spo’smen by the railways. 
The Suilding of new lines would depend 
entirely upon political ‘‘pull.”’ Districts or 
states of a political complexion opposed to 
that of the party in power would have to 
wait till the crack of doom for any new 
lines, and in @istricts where the friends of 
the administration came from there wou.d 
be lines as thick as stripes on a cat’s back.

Rome, Ga., January 19.—(Special.)—In the 
presence of an audience Which packed the 
opera housd almost to tthe was Mr. 
lucian Il. Knight. of Atlanta, delivered 
an address today in memory of Robert E. 
Lee. 

Mr. Knight came ‘to Rome for this pur- 
pose at the imvitation of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy and ‘his reception: was 
flattering in the extreme. His address was 
listened to with rapt attention by all and 
won for him much applause. 

Mr. Knight addressed himself closely to 
Robert E. Lee, his life and works, and was 
given a most careful hearing. He was in- 
troduced by Mr. James B. Nevin itn a few 
well-chosen words, 

It is doubtful if an orator ever met a 
warmer reception in Rome than Mr. 
Knight. After his speech crowds of vet- 
erans and ladies came upon the stage and 
thanked him personaly for his magnificent 
speech. He was interrupted with applause 
at nearly every climax and his speech 
aroused immense enthusiasm. Notwith- 
standing the weather the house was crowd- 
ed to its utmost capacity. Mr. Knight was 
dined tonight by Messrs. W. J. Neel, F. G. 
Govan and J. B. Nevin. 

In part Mr. Knight said: 

“Reared on the hither side of that event- 
ful struggle which gaye te. history the un- 
tarnished sword of Gena! Lee, it was 
not my privilege to don the soldier’s uni- 
form and fight beneath our conquered 
banner; but, if devotion to the south’s 
hercic cause and to the deeds which glori- 
fied it counts for aught, I can at least 
exhale the spirit, if I do not share the 
memortes, of the veteran. In obedience to 
the promptings of that -spirit 1 am moved 
to say that the patr' otic men, who on the 
4th day of July 1776, assembled in the

“From my earliest boyhood I have lis- 
tered with enthusiasm to the story of 
the war, and my favorite heroes have 
been the dauntless and intrp!d spirits who 
figured upon tthe battlefields. With what 
thrilling transport have I ridden in the 
wike of Stuart and listened to his stirring 
war songs as they roused the echoes of 
the forest. What tears of unaffceted sor- 
row have I shed upon the bleeding forms 
of Stonewall Jackscn, Patrick Cleburne, 
Francis Bartow, Albert Sidney Johnston 
and Thomas R. R. Cobb! With what silent 
rapture have I gazed upon the form of Lee 
and followéd his mystic figure mounted on 
the back of ‘Traveler’ until that fatal 
morning of the 9th of April when he gave 
his last command: ‘Soldiers, stack your 
guns.’ Oh, my country! What if thou 
didst bleed in vain! Art thou not richer 
in thy graves than India with her gems; 
richer in the glory which those graves 
have brought to thee; richer in the sac- 
rifices which thou hast made for prinec!ple? 
And, in spite of all the agonies which thou 
hast suffered on the fields of battle, 
wouldst thou not for honor’s sake belt on 
thy sword once more and,. with Lee and 
Jackson for thy leaders, tread those bloody 
fields again? 

“Measured by what stardard does the 
character of General Lee fail to rise in 
majesty among the sons of men? Would 
you view his achievements as a soldier? 
Consider the overwhelming odds which 
he was called upon to face; consider the 
poorly clad, half-starved and meagerly 
equipped condition of his troops; consider 
the consummate skill with which he 
planned and executed his campaigns and 
held at bay through four long years the 

splendid army’ of the north; consider the 
unrivaled victories which he achieved; con- 
sider the length of time required to sub- 
due his arms, and consider finally that 
splendid commentary upon his. skill and 
daring, (as well as wpon the courage of 
his soldiers, presented in the federal pen- 
sion rools which contain the names of 
more disabled veteriwms ha the other side 
than there were. soldiers mustered in the 
confederate ranks. But, ‘ie General Lee, in 
the grandeur of his military genius, tow- 
ered into fellowship with the inimortal 
heroes.of the past, what eulogy too par- 

tial or extravagant can be pronounced 
sais his ,moral character? Who ever 
darea even for one moment to asperse his 
motives cr to question his inte srity? Sive 
only in the character of Stonewall Jack- 
sen, such Christian hercism as belonged 
to General Lee rever glorified the field of 
Whether in dealing with the foe 
his own mén, Gencral Lee Wes 
alike the soul of honer; and, though his 
own section suffered grievously from ervel 
and unnecessary depredation, never once 
ai34 ‘es permit his soldiers to ruthlessly 
despoil the country of the foe, Said he 
on one occasion: ‘If I suffer Iny men to 
pursue the covrse recomme nded I cannot 
invoke the blessing of heaven upon my 
arms.’ In harmony with this reply are 
those other noble sentimonts attributed 
to General Lee: ‘Duty is the sublimest 
word in our language,’ and ‘Human forti- 
tude should be equal to human ‘alamity. 
As some one else has said of Washington, 
in comparing jiim with the foremost gen- 
erals of the world, so also may it be affirm- 
ed of neral Lee, that while Sipia was 
this an Hanibal was that and Cy wsar 
was the other,it was reserved for General 
Lee ‘to blend them all] in one and, like 
the. lovely masterpiece of the Grecian art- 
ist, exhibit in one glow of associated beau- 
ty the pride of ev ny model and the per- 
fection of every mas er.’

I 
peat, sir, it was the south’s devotion to 
the constitution that carried her into the 
field of battle; from the foundation of the 
government she had held tenaciously to 
ner interpretation of that instrument and 
ather than cowardly surrender it she pre- 
sarred to defend it in the open and to yieid 
it only with her blood! Greatness is sel- 
dom proof against detraction; but never 
yet have I heard the character of General 
Lee maligned. Some have criticised him 
because he did not fight upon the union 
side and uphe'd the government which had 
trained him in its service, but little do 
they understand the character of Gener: il 
Lee who criticize him on this score. He 
loved the government with warm attach- 
ment not only for the reason that its flag 
had waved above him in its service, but 
for the season that its strength and glory 
had sprung from the genius of his people. 
On the fields of (Mexico he had jeopardized 
his life in its defense and eve ry dictate of 
self-interest rompted him to share its for- 
tunes in the war between the states; and, 
if he turned aside from the temptations 
which it offered him it was for the reason 
that fidelity to chertshed principles a 
strained him to espouse the weaker side. 
On account of his position in the army he 
might have. led the stars and stripes and 
worn the victorious spurs of General 
Grant: but preferring duty to ambition, he 
emulated the example of the peerless 
Washington and gave his stainless weapon 
to Virginia.

The courtroom had been most 
appropriately decorated by the veterans bv 
hanging pictures of Lee, the stars and 
bars. an old flag of the L aGrange Light 
Guards, whose tattered and faded 
colors «poke most. eloquently of the cause 
that was so near to the great heart of 
Lee. By the request of the pres. ‘dent, Mrs. 
J. V. Heard, Judge F. M. anitay ‘acted 
as master of ceremonies. The exercises 
were opened with prayer by Rev. A. C. 
Thomas, pastor of tne First Methodist 
chureh. The regular programme was 
short. but spfendily executed. First. an 
address by Judge F. M. Longley, a solo 
with full chorus by Professor -\lberti, a 
recitation, “The Georgia Volunteer,” by 
Miss Ida Lynn Gorham. Then an address 
hy Mr. Hatten Lovejoy. as representative 
of the Sans of the Confederacy. Mr. Love- 
joy has but a few months made LaGrange 
his home and in this, his first publte ail- 
dress, convinced the audience by his elo- 
quent tribute to Lee that the ladies had 
made a wise selection. “Tenting Tonight’ 
was then sung by Professor Alberti. with 
full chorus. Miss Annie Schaub then beau- 
tifully recited ‘“‘Litte Griffin of Tennes- 
see.”” This closed the regular programme, 
after which extemporaneous addresses

Biavor’s Telegram Brought Disappoint- 
ment to the Happy Anglers.

They 
will at once go to work for the adoption 
of the apportionment as scheduled, and 
some believe, with the help of, their feilow 
financiers whd did not go a-fishing, they 
will be able to carry their measure through. 
This, however, dépends on how the new 

‘members vote. 

At the last session the opposition appear- 
ed to be in the majority. Several members, 
though. who voted against adoption did so 
not out of any special opposition to the 
sheet, but solely to inspect the figures before 
they went on record. Monday's vote, there- 
fore, cannot be taken ag an indication of 
how matters will turn out tomorrow after- 
noon, although an effort-is being made to 
radically change several features of the 
finance committee’s report. 

A pool of the councilmen now in the city 
taken yesterday shows a good majority in 
favor of the sheet.

I do not think 
any ‘better sheet could be made out 
under a reduced income, and I think it

The finance committee has spent time 
compiling it and I think it should be 
adopted. Although I was away when 
the sheet was made out, yet I know my 
fellow members’ report is made with- 
out fear or favor, being in their judg- 
ment the best distribution the city 
could make. 

Alde:man Mayson. | 

I am for the apportionment sheet and 
believe it should pass. {I have great 
faith in the report and think it is the 
best that could be done under the cir- 
cumstances.

Special Military Escort To Attend.

Private Charles H. Noble, the United 
States soldier who was waylaid and shot 
near Fort McPherson night before last, 
dic? from his wounds yesterday morning 
at 3:30 o’clock. 

The coroner held an inquest yesterday 
afternoon and the evidence before the jury 
brought out substantially the facts as pub- 
lished fn The Constitution’s account of the 
ehooting yesterday. The verdict was that 
the deceased came to his death from pistol 
shot wounds made by parties to the jury 
unknown. 

Noble left the barracks about 7:30 o’clock 
to take a short walk along the chert road 
toward the city. He had proceeded not 
farther than 600 yards when he was sud- 
denly fireé upon by some one in the bushes, 
and the shots came from the rear. Exactly 
how many shots were fired is not known. 
Scme who heard the shooting say five and 
Others six, while still others claim that 
they heard only four shots. 

One of the bullets struck Noble in the 
back and, near the shoulder, one entered 
the abdomen and a third struck near the 
heart. The wound in the abdomen was the 
one which caused death. When he heard 
the shooting behind him, Noble turned to- 
ward his assailant and received the other 
bullets while he was facing the murderer. 
He fell and was picked up ten minutes later 
by another soldier who was walking on 
the same road.

The policy was issued by the New York 
Mutual Life in November, 1891, on the life 
of William M. Runk. of Philadelphia, for 
$75,000. Runk was carrying $300,000 in dif- 
ferent companies, About November, 1891, 
he increased his insurance to $500,000. 

In October, 1892, Runk killed himself. 
The day before he committed suicide he 
wrote a letter stating that he was going 
to kill himself, so that his debts could be 
paid out of his life insurance, remarking 
that it was the only way he could settle 
wis his creditors. Mutual life policies be- 
come incontestible after two years, ac- 
cording to the contract. As Runk killed 
himself with less than one year after he 
had taken out the policy, that clauses did 
not figure in the guit. 

The company refused to pay the policy 
to the heirs and they brought suit. Jus- 
tice Harlan, deciding the case, held it was 
not supposed when an insurance company 
contracted to insure a man’s life that 
either party had suicide in contemplation,

$3,900,000 for the year. aa 

Thousands of operatives have struck 
against the reduction. The mill owners 
eay that they cannot afford to continue 
paying the old wages; that it will mean 
bankruptcy for them. Thety have the 
choice between shutting down the mills 
with the consequent loss of interest and 
keeping the mills open at a loss. 

It is a coincidence that the present strike 
of the operatives started in Congressman 
Dingley’s home town, Lewiston, Me. Mr. 
Dingley promised prosperity when his tariff 
bill went into effect. He and the eastern 
republicans said that good times would 
come again. But Lewiston is a gloomy 
town now, so the dispatches from lere 
state. Andsosaoggin is the largest mill 
there. It has a monthly pay roll of $28,000. 
Every spindle is silent. All the 1,100 opera- 
tives are out on strige. The average month- 
ly pay of the operatives is $26 “apiece. 
Under the new scale of wages, the average 
pay would be about $23. Men, women and 
boys average about $1 a day each. Weavers 
have been averaging $1.50. 

Mr. Bean, the agent for the Androscoggin 
mill, says: 

“The fight is coming between the north 
and the south. The only solution it can 
see is a combine to control the price of 
cloth. Even then the southern mills would 
be earning all the money.” 

Lewiston has $12,000,000 invested in cotton 
ranufacturirg. AH told, the north has 
perhaps £200,000,000 invested in cotton man- 
ufacturing. The earning capacity of that 
great sum of money is shrinking each year, 
and the foresceingz investors say that it is 
cnly a question of a short time before the 
southern mills crowd the rorthern mills 
cut of the markets altogether. ae 

Robert Howard, the labcr leader, who is 
conducting this strike of the operatives, is 
secretary of the Spinners* Union, and for 
ten years has been a manber ef the 
Massachusetts state senate from Fall River. 
He came south last year and tried to get 
the operatives in the mills down this way 
to federate with his organization. The 
southern mill employees saw that the day 
would come when the great New England 
mills would cut wages, and then the burden 
of sustainine the strikers would be on 
them. Mr. Howard did not get any cen- 
couragement, and went away disgus.ed. 
He tried to stir up some strife, but the 
e6o0uthern mill people let him alone every- 
where—here, in Columbus, Columbia, Green- 
ville, Spartanburg and in all the mill 
towns he visited.

The grounds of the in- 
junction were that the terms of the part- 
nership were that in case of a dissolution 
Rakestraw was not to practice in the ter- 
ritory named for a period of three years 
after the dissolution. Judge Gambrell 
granted the injunction. Young Rakestraw 
had married a daughter of a prominent 
man of the community and he didn’t want 
to move his practice. He filed a bill of 
exceptions to the ruling of Judge Gam- 
brell and the case comes to the supreme 
court.

While It Seems Large in the Aggregate, 
the Average Is Low. 

181 PASSENGERS KILLED IN ’96 


More People Are Killed by Falling Out 
of House Windows. |, 


TRESPASSERS. FURNISN MANY VICTIMS 


But the Companies Cannot Keep Them 
Off Their Tracks—Private and Gov- 
ernment Ownership Compared. 


Topeka, Kan., January 19.—(Special.)— 
Some political demagogues are waging war 
again on the railroads in this state. It is 
nothing new to Kansas, but the railroads 
have finally decided to appeal to the intel- 
ligence of the people of the state. Hereto- 
fore the public has only heard one side of 
the question—that of the demagogues. 

Some little time ago President E. P. 


- Ripley, of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 


Fe, published in The Kansas Commoner, 4 
populist paper, a reply to the assailants of 
the roads. In his article he proposed to 
lease the Santa Fe system to the politli- 
cians who were fighting the roads, or he 
said that he would let the mrun the pas- 
senger trains and collect all fares and 
pay all expenses and keep whatever profit 
they could make. The harpies vame back 
at him and tomorrow morning The Com- 
moner will publish another article from 
Mr. Ripley. In many respects it is an 
interesting contribution to railway men and 


to the public generally everywhere, out of 
Kansas as well as in the state. Mr. Rip- 
ley discusses the death roll of the rail- 
roads and government ownership. On the 
latter subject he takes up the railways 
all over the world and shows that the 
countries which have the best roads and 
the cheapest rates and fares are those 
where the railroads are owned by private 
corporations and in countries where some 
of the lines are owned by private com- 
panies and cthers by the government, the 
former give the best service for the least 
money. 

In discussing the death ic1l, he Says: 

‘The sacrifice of one human life is a 
terrble thing. On this pvint at least We 
are all in harmony, viz: That excepting 
trith and honor, human life is the most 
precious thing in the world and there is 
nothing that any ohe of us can do that it 
is not his bare duty to do to save the life 
of another. 

“T have before me the latest statistical 
report of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion (for 1896), the advance sheets of which 
have been sent out during the last two 
weeks. The statistics on the subject of 
railway accidents and casualties are very 
full. The persons killed by the railways 
are divided into three classcs of—() ‘pas- 
sengers,’ (2) ‘employees’ and (3) ‘other per- 
sons,’ 

‘1. Passengers—During the year 1896 
there were killed 181 passengers on the 
railways of the United Stades. This is 
deplorable beyond words. But let us stop 
and consider what it means. During the 
year the number of passengers carricd on 
the railways of this country was 511,772,737— 
nearly 412 millions. The number of pas- 
sengers carried a distance of one mile 
was 13,049,007,233, over thirteen thousand 
million. “The number of passengers car- 
ried,’ says the report (p. 97), ‘for one pas- 
senger killed during the year was 2,427,474.’ 
One writer has already summarized these 
figures, in words wWhich I will quote as 
follows: 

‘‘Last vear on American railways one 
passenger was Killed in accidents out of 
every 2,827,474 passengers carried. That }! 
to say, that you can take a train 2.827.474 
times before, on the law of averages. 
your turn comes to be killed. You will 
have to travel 72,093,963 miles on the cars 
before that turn comes, and 4,541,945 miles 
before you awe injured. If you travel twen- 
ty miles every day for three hundred days 
in the year, you can Keep on at it for 758 
years before your turn comes to be hurt. 
If there had been railways when our Savior 
was born and you had begun to travel on 


, the first day of the year A. D. 1, and had 


traveled 100 miles in every day of every 
month of every year.since then, you would 
still have (on January 1, 1898) neariy three 

illion miles yet to travel before your 
turn came to be killed.’ 


Good Risks. 


“It is terrible that one of them should 
ever be killed. But when the railways 
carry three million persons (2,827,474) before 
they kill one—when one passenger 
travel 13,000 million miles before he ‘ 
killed—when we remember all the con- 
tingencies (of landslides and washouts and 
fioods and human weakness) which have to 
be guarded against—does it really scem as 
if the railways were negligent? It is com- 
monly said, and 1 presume it is true, that 
more people are Killed annually by falling 
out of windows of houses than are killed 
when riding on railway trains. In an ex- 
cellent and temperately worded article on 
this subject, The Kansas City Journal, in 
its issue of December 20th, last, said: 

‘**To begin with, it is a weli-known fact 
that many accident insurance companies 
offer to take twice the risk of accidents on 
Tailroad cars that they do on accidents of 
any other Kinds. In other words, they 
offer in their policies to pay twice as much 
to the holder for injuries received on rail- 
road cars as for injuries received in any 
other way. This means that every one 
familiar with the facts knows, naniely, 
that it is more necessary to buy an acci- 
dent policy when one gets off the carst han 
when one gets on.’ ne 

‘Tam not seeking to minimize the awful- 
ness of taking one human life: but I ask 
whether these figures show any lack of 
care on the part of the railwaya—whether 
the railways deserve credit or blame for 
carrying 13,000 million people every year 
one mile before they lose one life? 

“(2). Employes—The number of em- 
ployees of the railways killed last year 
was 1.861. It is a dreadful total. That is 
just about one life for every 100 miles of 
line operated in the country. 

“Last year the trains on the railways of 
the United States ran 82.941,.°952 miles, and 
of that amount 317,538.883 miles were run 
at pessenger speed. One employee's life 
was sacrificed for every 431,00 miles. I 
am not saving that it ought to be Iost. 
What I ask is, is ft strange that in some 
way the slip comes that, before a hand 
can be stretched out, has caused a death? 
Are the railways negligent when this is 
the percentage? Do they deserve credit or 
do they deserve blame?

It would be impossible to 
enumerate all the varieties of ways in 
which their lives are lost, but the great 
majority of them fall roughly into four 
classes, viz.: 1 Those who are killed at 
stations, by trying to board or alight from 
a train when it is moving, Dy missing their 
foothold ang falling between the platform 
and the wheels, by endeavoring to cross 
the tracks from one platform to another 
in front of a moving train. 2. Tramps who 
are stealing rides, whose presence is un- 
known, who ride in the darkness beneath 
the cars and who are ang, § discovered when 
they are dead. 3. Those led at highway 
crossings. 4. Persons W ng on the 


trac 

“In the first place I would say that the 
protection of all of these is much less di- 
rectly under control of the railway com- 
pany than is the protection Of the passen- 
gers and employees. For -the handling of 
passengers amd the safe-guarding of em- 
ployees the company is directly responsi- 
ble: and I believe that we have seen that 
it does not fail in the responsibility. Over 
these ‘other persons’ the company has no 
control. Perhaps your readers do not 
know how the interstate commerce com- 
mission classifies those ‘other persons.’ It 
divides them into two classes, viz,: apg 
‘tres pass.n and those ‘not trespassing.’ 
Thane ea are those killed in 
places where they have no business to be— 
who are there in violation of the law; 
including tramps who are stealing rides 
and persons walking on forbidden portions 
of the railway rigui of way. Uf the whole 
4.406 ‘other personas’ kill in the United 
States last year, how Many wee ‘tres- 
passing?” Just 3,811! That is to say, that 
out of every twenty-two persons Killed 
nineteen were killed Decause they were al- 
ready breaking the law and were in places 
where the railway employees did not, and 
could not, expect to find them! 

“If a farmer, throwing some heavy ar £- 
cle—no matter what—into his hay |/47.,, 
strikes and kills a tramp who is hidiug 
there, is the farmer to Obdlame for the 
tramp’s death? If a eneak thief gets into 
a hotel and hides (as has occurred) in the 
space at the bottom of the elevator shaft, 
and the elevator man—not knowing any 
thief is there—runs the elevator down to 
the bottom and kills the thief, is the hotel 
or the elevator man to blame for that 
death? If a stowaway hides in a vessel's 
hold and, when no one knows that he is 
there, a pile of goods is thrown on him 
and he is killed, are the men who are 
loading the ship to blame? When on a 
dark night a tramp steals under the body 
of a freight car and, no one knowing he 
is there, the car is suddenly jerked and 
he is crushed, are the railway men to 
blame? If an engineer in the darkness 
runs over a drunken man lying asleep and 
invisible upon the track, five miles from 
any station, is the engineer to blame? 
When a pedestrian walks on the track with 
his head down and heedless of engine whis- 
tle and bell—when tthe engineer does all 
he can to stop the train fn time and fa‘ls— 
is the rallway to blame? 

The English Way. 

‘In England (and less effectively in 
other countries of Burope) these accidents, 
it is true. are largely prevented; but haw? 
in the tirst place, the railways of Kngland 

about lour times as much to buiid 

the American lines. It is sometimes 
claimed that American rahways are over- 
capitalized and that their stock is watered, 
But the capital.zation of tngilish railways 
is four times as great for each mile of 
road. With ther enormous capital Eng- 
lish companies so protect their trains and 
right of way that the public canngt reach 
them except through the narrow gates al 
the stations. Along every foot of their 
lines are high stone walls on either hand, 
stiff hedges and wide ditches or steep em- 
bankments. A member of the public rid- 
ing or driving cannot cross a track at any 
place he chooses. He must follow a roa] 
a mile or two or three one way or the 
other till he comes to a bridge or other 
public crossing. In most stations a man 
can only reach the platform by going 
through the station and then by .a narrow 
wicket to the ~atform. He cannot pass 
that wicket without showing a ticket. 
Friends ‘to see you off’ or loafers are not. 
as a rule, allowed on the platferm. Even 
passengers at many stations are not ad- 
mitted to the platforms until the train ar- 
rives. Until that time the wichet is locked 
Then ‘it is opened and the passengers pass 
fhrough, showing their tickets as they 
pass. Before the train leaves the wicket 
is locked again; and it is not uncommon 
for a passenger arriving late to make a 
rush for the platform and have the wicket 
shut in his face. He must stand and look 
through the bars while his train moves 
slowly out. No matter how important his 

j may be or how long it mav be to 

next train, he is not alleowel to clim» 
on the train at the last minute at the r’sk 
of losing his footing and being ‘another 
person’ killed.”

Honor General Lee 


Atlanta camp, Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, commemorated the anniversary of 
the birth of General Robert I.. Lee last 
night at the Woman's Club. Mr. Hooper 
Alexander was orator of the evening and 
he made a most pleasing address. He 
was frequently interrupted by applause, 
and his flights of eloquence were both 
Deautiful and well delivered. The hall was 
crowded many of the ladies attend- 
ing in the dress in vogue during the days 
of the confederacy. 

Dr. Craig opened the evening with prayer. 
He prayed for some moments and asked 
the blessings of God on the veterans and 
their sons and daughters of the confed- 
eracy. The meeting was presided over by 
Mrs. C. Helen Plane, who expressed her 
gratification over the fact that despite 
the inclement weather so many had come 
to the exercises. 

Mrs. McCabe, chairman of the pro- 
gramme commifttee, announced the exer- 
cises. Messrs. Lowndes Calhoun and W. 
D. Calhoun gave several musical selec- 
tions, the former playing the piano and the 
latter the violin. The “Bonny Blue Flag,” 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” “S’ wanece 
River,”’ “‘Dixie’’ and other well-known se- 
lections occasioned applause. 

Miss Butler, of Miss Thornbury’s school, 
favored the audience with a = sketch 
entitled ‘“‘The Confederate.’ Tt was a 
vivid picture of the soldier, in battle and 
in glorious defeat, and was remarkably 
well done. Replying to an encore Miss 
Butler gave “The White, White Rose,” 
which told of a rose given e confederate 
soldier by a Georgia girl just previous 
to the battle of Gettysburg. 

This caused many of the veterans pres- 
ent to fall into a reminiscent mood, and 
Miss Butler was pressed to another se- 
lection, but ehe did not respond. Mr. 
Hooper Alexander was then introduced 
by Mrs. Plane, who announced that the 
title of the orator’s address to be ‘*Gan- 
eral Robert E. Lee, Patriot and Gentle 
man, in Whose Honor We Have Met Here 
Tonight.’’ 

Mr. Alexander began by paying a tribute 
to the women of the south. He spoke of 
their memorial association and said that 
while the assocfation might cease to exist 
in name it would live through the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy.

When-it fs announced now that some prom- 
inent organization of men wil} give their 
annual dinner, or that some one promi- 
nent man has {invited a large party of dis- 
tinguished friends, the press of the country 
is on the alert to catch every word that 
may escape the lips off the gusts in their 
after-dinner speeches. 

The significance of speeches is 
chronicled in the next day's Paper, and the 
whole country, waiting to know how this 
man stands on this or that molitical 
sue, will be duely informied by stenographic 
reports of hfs after-dinner speech. At these 
banqpets or dinners, though the affairs of 
the nation pertaining to both men and wo- 
men are discussed, the fair sex are not in-

cluded among the guests, though occa- 
Sionally, from the gallery or boxes in 
Ereat assembly rooms, they applaud the 


eloquent outbursts from the men below. 

And no matter how far women may be 
recognized as on an equaul footing with 
men, they will probably never be included 
among the guests of these banquets, a 
Pleasure which they seem willing to fore- 
£0, and leave exclusively to their fathers, 
husbands and brothers. But the clever

A Warning to Bachelors. 

“Young men tenacious of life,” says The 
Chicago Times-Herald, “should read an in- 
terosting book on th ‘swbjest by Dr.
